Julius Drake. 


Another of California's pioneers 


passed across that river from whence 
none ever return. 
Julius Drake, 


a brother of Mra. N. D. Mussey, was 
born Aug. 10th, 
1828, and died at 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 10th, 1!)08, 
of pneumonia. 


He was born at Warenw, twenty 


miles 
south 
of Batnvia iu 
New 


York State. 


In June, 1832, his father sold out 


bis foundry 
business and went to 


Utica, 
Macomb county, Michigan, 


intending to open a foundry, but 
the prices of land were so high he 
did not feel warranted in making 
the investment aud instead purchas- 
ed 
two fractional sections in the 


township 
of Sterling, about three 


miles south of Utica, which at that 
time was a dense forest of beech, 
maple, hickory arid walnut timber. 
This done he returned to Batnvia, 
packed up bis household goods and 
about the first of October, started 
back to Michigan, where he arrived 
about two weoks later, thus taking 
mure time for tho trip than it does 
now to go from Detroit to Los An- 
geles and return. 


At that time Michigan was con- 


sidered a part of the great West, 
| and it wns on this farm that Julius 
Drake spent his boyhood days, en- 
during the hardships and privations 
of pioneer life in the far West. 


In 1849 the California gold fever 


broke out and in the spring of 1850 
Julius, not yet 22 years old, his 
brother 
Lewis, two years younger, 


and several others, started for Cali- 
fornia via the old pioneer schooner 
route. 
Arriving in San Finnoisoo, 


Lewis was taken sick and died Oct. 
28th; 
' 
)> 


For several- years-Julius devoted 


his time to mining with usual varied 
success. 


At the time of the excitement ut 


Virginia 
City 
he went there and 


opened a shop, Inking contracts ro- 
pniring furniture nnd doing under- 
taking nnd wns considered one of the 
finest 
mechanics 
in 
the country. 


When tho excitement waned he 
left 


there nnd drifted to various place:-) 
until about nine years ago Inn eye- 
sight having fnilecl so that he was 
unable to work at his trade, lie came 
to live with his sister, Mrs. Mussey, 
coming to Covina with them, where 
he remained until n fesv months ago.

ho spoke, it wns his often expressed
